He found that, physiologically, 
the monk ey species w*ere more closely 
related to man and the greatest minds 
of the world than any other animals.

Washington.—Chairman Tawney of 
the appropriations committee of the 
house of representatives, has issued 
the annual review* of the national ap 
propriations 
and 
expenditures, and 
every voter who is interested in the 
pevenues and expenses of the govern­ 
ment, should read these figures care­ 
fully. 
It would be natural to assume that 
the expenditures of a great govern­ 
ment lik e ours which Is 
expanding 
so rapidly in every department coin­ 
cident with the increase in popula­ 
tion, power and responsibility, would 
show a normal and constant increase 
year after year, and yet the total ap­ 
propriations for the fiscal year ending 
June 30, 1911, are over $28,000,000 less 
than for the fiscal year 1910. 
In oth­ 
er words, in spite of a considerable 
increase that might 
be 
expected, 
there is actually a 
considerable 
de­ 
crease. Total appropriations for 1910 
amounted 
to 
$1,055,663,267.88, while 
the 
appropriations 
for 
next 
year 
amount to $1,082,125,769 58. 
It must 
be remembered, however, that these 
sums are not wholly a tax upon th* 
government; for Instance, $244,000,000 
were appropriated for the postofflce 
department, and almost 
this 
entire 
amount will flow back Into the govern­ 
ment through the postal revenues— 
that In Itself reduces the appropria­ 
tions to less than $800,000,000. 
Then again, it must be considered 
that millions are appropriated for con­ 
struction and other purposes, which 
will not be used until later years. In 
fact, the ordinary receipts and expen­ 
ditures of the government amount to 
only about 
$700,000,000 annually, so

Antitariff Agitation Facts. 
Here are some very important facis 
concerning the tariff of 
1909 which are 
studiously k ept in the back ground by 
certain speak ers and writers. 
They 
are. however, facts of great value, and 
should be made k nown to the voters 
of the United States to the widest 
possible extent. 
They ought to be ef­ 
fective in check ing the tariff agitation 
mania. 
The per cent, of free imports under 
the present law for nine months is 
much larger than for the correspond­ 
ing time under tbe Wilson Democratic 
law. 
The average dutiable rate under the 
present lay for nine months was 41 
per cent., while under the Wilson law 
It was 42 per cent., and under the 
Dingley it was 45 per cent., showing a

Imports under the new law is 20 per 
cent., whereas it was 25 per cent, un­ 
der the Dingley law and nearly 22 per 
cent, under the Wilson law. 
The quantity of pig iron produced

22,524,436 gross tons, against 14,744,- 
764 gross tons in the corresponding 
period of 1908-1909, a much larger pro­ 
duction under the new tariff than ever 
before in the history of the nation. 
Tbe bank clearings

months were nearly 50 per cent, great­ 
er than in the lik e period of 1907-1908. 
The individual deposits in the bank s 
are $1,000,000,000 greater than they 
were In the corresponding period of 
the prosperous year of 1907.

Car Repair company , and it was the 
practice to charge for repairs made on 
the cars, whether they were made or 
not, the witness said, and more often 
they were not.

Nothing would serve but that we 
must follow* the old Roman road from 
Rome to Naples, traveling by horses 
and carriage rather than by train, in 
order that Barton might point out 
to me the route tak en by many of 
the fugitives nearly 1,9 00 years ago. 
Luck ily the journey was short, for I 
doubt if there is a decent horse and 
carriage in the whole of Italy. 
We arrived 
at Naples about sun­ 
set, and 
certainly 
my 
first 
view’ 
of 
the 
sweep 
of 
the 
immortal 
bay from the heights was all that 
one could ask —one that could not 
be secured on a first approach 
by 
train. 
Owing perhaps to sympathy with 
its West 
Indian 
brother, 
Vesuvius 
that year was decidedly uneasy. 
A 
great pillar of smok e arose from the 
volcanic cone, mushrooming out 
by 
day, and at night, reflecting the hid­ 
den fires far down in the bowels of 
the crater. 
The people were rather 
uneasy; those living on the slopes 
and at the famous observatory report­ 
ing steady rumblings and tremblings. 
But there was nothing portending any 
grave disaster. 
Doubtless the Titans 
at work within the womb of Mother 
Earth had ex pended their worst ener­ 
gies elsewhere for the time being. 
Nex t morning, without loss of time, 
we crossed the 
bay 
where 
Hercu­ 
laneum and Pompeii stood of old ere 
they were engulfed by the deluge of 
mud, lava and ashes, which in turn 
were cemented by torrents of rain. 
The town of Pompeii, with its 40,- 
000 or 50,000 inhabitants, was in the 
year 79 A. D. the Atlantic City of 
the adjacent metropolis of Rome. Gay 
ety, debauchery and worse abounded, 
and it was at the height of a fete 
of unusual license that the city was 
overwhelmed by a sudden eruption of 
the ever-menacing volcano which tow 
ered landward. 
The twin cities were 
completely buried and almost forgot 
ten. 
Indeed, the whole topography 
of the region was so changed that it 
was not until 1748 that the first re­ 
mains were uncovered. 
Thenceforth 
and up to the present ex cavations 
have steadily been going on, until 
a 
very large part of Pompeii has been 
dug out of the 
ashes 
and 
scoriae, 
with much of Herculaneum, giving us 
moderns an insight into the ancient 
life and customs, and also verifying 
the accounts of such historians as th* 
younger Pliny. 
Now I’ll let Barton 
Cortice tak e up the tale. 
He had fortified himself with let­ 
ters from Count Mario, 
and 
these 
largely freed us from the espionage 
of those In charge of the ex cavations 
and from the professional guides. 
So 
we were free to roam at will through 
the uncovered streets, houses and tem­ 
ples of classic Pompeii. 
“The reason why we didn’t want to 
be bothered with a clrcerone Is that 
1 am the best guide you could have,” 
was Barton’s first remark when 
we 
found ourselves alone, and pacing the 
Street of Tombs. 
“Huh, huh,” I grunted. 
I’d been 
mix ed up with too many of his adven­ 
tures to evince surprise at any 
re­ 
mark lik e that. 
But all he 
wanted 
was a listener, not a verbal antag­

We tramped the silent streets, once 
densely populated with soldiers and 
senators, queens and courtesans, for 
two or three hours. 
On certain of 
the houses signs had been placed, 
such as : House of Sallust, House of 
the Tragic Poet, House of the Faun, 
and so on, named thus by tbe ex cava­ 
tors according to the objects found 
therein. 
These names gave Cortice 
unmitigated disgust. 
“They’re all wrong!” he sputtered, 
“but they wouldn’t believe me if I 
told them the truth, so w hat’s the 
use?” 
We tramped through the wheel-rut­ 
ted streets, 
we visited the 
ancient 
Coliseum, the so-called Temple of Isis, 
and the Forum. In all our peregrinations 
Cortice seemed perfectly sure of his 
route, and named each site correctly, 
as I found by covert references to my 
faithful Baedek er.

I was left alpne. 
Now, it was the rule of the Roman 
service that a sentinel once placed 
on guard, might not depart until re­ 
lieved.

“The atrium wras by now half filled 
with ashes and lava, and still the hot

:-olved to die at the post of duty. 
The last 1 could remember is setting 
my brazen helmet on my head, tight­ 
ening my harness, and grasping my 
good sword firmly.

Roman soldier, perishing at the post 
of duty, it was impossible to doubt 
that Barton Cortice had been that 
very man.

the ministry . Reference te here made, 
of cou rse, to the almost impossible de­ 
mands the modern town chu rch mak es 
u pon one man. 
It ex pects him to be 
a good preacher, a good financier, a 
good ex ecu tiv e and organizer, a good 
pastor, a work er with children and 
y ou ng people, while he mu st attract 
the thou ghtfu l men by his 
seriou s 
thou ght. 
Prea ching Must Be o f Hig h Qua lity . 
Now, ex cept in the v ery ex ceptional 
man, these q u alities are rarely u nited, 
and ev en more infreq u ently are the 
tastes for the other things present 
where that for one is strong. 
Preach­ 
ing in this day of low-priced book s and 
u niv ersal rev iews mu st be of high 
q u ality to hold people and instru ct 
them. 
It req u ires the almost indi­ 
v idu al attention of the preacher. Ev en 
larg e pastoral task s may hinder, al­ 
thou gh pastoral work is closely ak in 
to preaching, as it deals with hu man 
sou ls. 
Not so with ex ecu tiv e work . 
A college of fou r hu ndred men has a 
president as ex ecu tiv e head and finan­ 
cier; a teacher for ev ery branch, who 
does nothing bu t teach his su bject; a 
chaplain to giv e all his thou ght to re­ 
ligiou s Instru ction; a phy sical director 
for the gy mnasiu m. 
Then, below the 
college 
is 
the 
preparatory 
school, 
where there Is again an entirely new 
set of officers and teachers, especially 
adapted to children. 
It is impossible 
to think of Professor George P. Fisher 
greatly interesting a crowd of chil­ 
dren, or ev en boy s In the high School; 
bu t how g reat a teacher he was to the 
eager stu dent of senior y ear! 
Now 
the chu rch giv es six hu ndred men, 
women and children to one man, and 
since the chu rch, in a sense, calls for 
as mu ch v ariety of fu nction as a col­ 
lege, ex pects one man to be ev ery thing 
to all k inds and ages of people, the 
wonder is that so many men su cceed 
in being u niv ersal in their fu nctions 
as they do. 
Bu t it gets harder ev ery 
y ear. 
There are v ery few men who 
can be both acceptable preachers and 
at the same time ex cellent adminis­ 
trators and You ng Men’s Christian as­ 
sociation secretaries and phy sical di­ 
rectors 
and 
heads of g reat parish 
hou ses. 
There is no dou bt this ex ­ 
trem e div ersity of fu nction is frig hten­ 
ing many men, for most men hav e 
tastes and prefer to follow them. They 
feel they can do one thing well and 
prefer to do it. 
Bu t this condition 
will pass. 
The chu rch will hav e to 
mak e a readju stm ent in this regard.
